This vast undertaking is scarcely com. 
prebended in this country. The road is 
to be built, however ; and we may as 
well begin to form a rough idea of the 
undertaking. According to Sir Geo. E. 
Cartier, it will be 2500 miles long, and 
will cost $100,000,000. Now there is a 
porsibility that if a narrow guage railway 
be bailt, the above sum may be ‘suffi- 
cient ; bat if a broad guage be used, it 
will cost at least $25,000,000 more. 
Mr. Sandford Fleming, the engineer of 
the Intercolonial railway, reports that 
at the cost of similar works in Canada, 


éays :—"‘The work implies the petfor- 
mance of laborers’ work safficient to give 
t to 10,000 men for five or six 


; It comprises the erection of 
60,06Q poles, hang with 1,000 tons of 
wire, for-the te ; it necessitates a 
motive power equivalent to over 50,000 
horses, which power would be concen-
